On Monday, the second day of January, A. D., 1882, bein 
the day designated by law for the meeting of the Twenty-Fift 
Legislative Assembly, the members of the House organized 
temporarily, with Mr. Juan Santistevan as Speaker pro tem and 
Amado C. de Baca as Secretary.

On motion of Mr. Saavedra, a committee of three members 
was nominated, to invite the Secretary of the Territory, to 
come and administer the oaths of office to the representatives. 

On motion of Mr. Andres C. de Baca, the House took a re- 
cess until the committee should return. The committee re- 
turned accompanied by the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, 
the House was called to order and the Secretary proceeded to 
administer the oaths to the officers and members, and 

On motion of Mr. Rivera, a committee was nominated to in- 
form the Legislative Council that the House was legally organ- 
ized, and prepared to co-operate with that body in the transac- 
tion of business. The committee consisted of Messrs. Rivera, 
Ortiz Valdez. 

The chair declared a recess until the Council should be organ- 
ized. 

The House was called to order, the roll was called, and a 
majority being present, they proceeded to business.

The Governor submitted for the consideration of both bodies 
the reports of the Treasurer and Auditor of the Territory. He 
delivered his message in English, and announced that Mr. Benj. 
M. Read would read the same in Spanish. | 

The message having been read in both languages, the’ Presi- 
dent of the Council expressed the thanks of both bodies to His 
Excellency, the Governor. 

On motion of Mr. Chavez of the Council, the same committee 
accompanied the Governor to his residence. 

On motion of Mr. Joseph of the Council, the Governor’s mes- 
sage was accepted by both bodies. 

On motion of Mr. Hazledine, the joint session was dissolved. 

The House of Representatives was called to order. 

The members being all present the House adjourned until 10 
A. M. the next day.

Whereas, Information has come to the people of the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico, that certain designing persons, who, de- 
siring to further their personal ends only, have made charges 
and statements, which are unfounded in fact and prompted by 
private interests, against the Hon. L. Bradford Prince, Chief 
Justice of the Territory. 


Therefore, be it resolved, by the House of Representatives of 
the Territory of New Mexico, that this House and the members 
thereof have every confidence in the capacity, ability, integrity 
and energy of the Hon. L. Bradford Prince, as Chiet Justice of 
the Territory of New Mexico; 


That we recognize in him, an officer who looks well to the in- 
terests of the Territory and the strict and prompt enforcement 
of the laws; and do not think a better man for the said office is 
available.

Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of Antonio Vargas, a citizen of Rio Arriba 
County, contesting the seat of William Lock, a resident of said 
County of Rio Arriba, and to whom the Board of County Com- 
missioners of said County of Rio Arriba, issued a certificate of 
election, at the last general election, held in said county, have 
the following report to make, to wit : 

After a careful examination of the poll books of the last gen- 
eral election of said County of Rio Arriba, and the certificate of 
election issued by the Board of County Commissioners of said 
Rio Arriba County, for the last general election, your Commit- 
tee find that the total number of votes cast at said last general 
election in said County of Rio Arriba for said William Lock was 
552, and the total number cast at same election for Antonio Var- 
gas, contestant, was 721, as shown on the face of the poll books. 
That the certificate of election issued by said Board of County 
Commissioners of said County of Rio Arriba shows that the total 
number of votes cast for said William Lock was 900, and the to- 
tal cast for said Antonio Vargas was 718. 


This difference between the poll books and certificate of said 
Commissioners was explained to your committee by citizens of 
-said Rio Arriba County in this way, that there was mistake in 
the name of William Lock, in many of the tickets and the name 
of William Fenlog was put for Williim Lock, and that the said 
Board of County Commissioners, put the votes cast for said Wil- 
liam Lock and the supposed William Fenlog together for Wil- 
liam Lock and upon the total issued a certificate for said William 
Lock, giving said Lock 900 votes and said Vargas 718. 

This mistake, if it be a mistake, is such a plain one, and one 
that could have been so easily corrected that your committee do 
not feel it their duty, nor will they take the privilege or respon- 
sibility of saying that it was the intention of the voters of said 
Rio Arriba County, who voted for the name of William Fenlog, 
that they voted for William Lock, nor will they undertake to 
say on the information they have been able to obtain, that there 
was not in fact such candidate for the office of representative 
from said County of Rio Arriba at said last general election. 

That the poll books show that there was 397 votes cast for 
the name of William Fenlog. 
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- Upon these facts your committee represent the following facts 

to-wit: That the poll books, show that Antonio Vargas, said con- 
testant, received at said last general elections 722 votes, said 
William Lock, 552 votes, said supposed William Fenlog 397 
votes; that said Antonio Vargas, said contestant, having received 
169 votes more than said William Lock, whose seat is con- 
tested. 

Your committee respectfully represent, and it is their opinion 
from the facts before them and the information that they have 
been able to obtain concerning this matter, that Antonio Vargas, 
contestant herein, is entitled to the seat in this House to which 
said William Lock has received a certificute, 

Therefore, Your committee most respectfully submit this re- 
port to your Honor and to the honorable members of this House 
and ask that this House take snch action as a majority think 
proper. :

GENTLEMEN OF THE CoUNCIL AND House oF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES: I call your attention to the fact that under the act ap- 
proved January 28, 1867, entitled, ‘‘ An Act to amend an act 
entitled, ‘An Act Militia,’” as it is seen iñ the records in the 
office of the Territorial Auditor. Warrants have been issued 
to the amount of five hundred and thirty-four thousand one hun- 
dred and fifty-five dollars and twenty-two cents ($534,155.22) all 
of which warrants remain unpaid and are in circulation. 

Section sixth of said act provides that said warrants be paid 
out of any money in the Treasury, whenever there be a surplus 
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of five thousand dollars after paying all the current expenses of 
the Territory ; provided that no additional tax shall be imposed 
to pay said accounts. I construe said section as meaning that 
any amount above five thousand dollars and the current expenses 
of the year, be applied to the payment of said warrants. The 
Territorial Treasurer has the primitive right to construe said 
section, and the holders of said warrants may ask a construction 
from the courts. It must be inferred that the meaning is, that 
at any time when there is a surplus above five thousand dollars, 
and the expenses increased, said surplus be applied to the pay 
ment of said warrants. Great embarrassment should not be placed 
upon the government, and the taxes paid for the expenses of the 
current year should be appropriated to the payment of claims 
which accrued many years ago. The Legislature evidently in- 
tended to discriminate against said warrants, as they are in no 
way founded as ordinary warrants. 

It has been correctly reported that great frauds were prac- 
ticed at the time of issuing said warrants, and this, together with 
the discrimination above mentioned, contributed to depreciate 
their value. .I am informed that the greater part of these war- 
rants are not in the original hands. but are held by persons who 
bought them at very low prices. The precise amount of the 
price paid for them, I presume, cannot be determined. I believe 
from the best information that could be obtained, that the average 
cost to the actual holders is about twenty five cents on a dollar, 
and that the payment of these warrants at that rate would be 
substantially just for the holders and for the Territory. 

I therefore recommend that the amount of warrants, as it ap- 
pears on the books of the Territorial Auditor, issued under said 
act be funded at one-fourth of their value, issuing Territorial 
warrants in sums of fifty dollars or duplicates of the same not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, payable after five vears at the 
option of the Territory, and absolutely after ten years with 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum. payable semi- 
annually, and that the payment of the same in cash be prohibited 
by the Treasurer.

In obedience to a sense of duty, I discussed and recommended 
In my message, delivered on your convening, certain measures 
which I deemed essential and necessary to a prompt execution 
of the law. This Territory is divided into three judicial dis- 
tricts. The first embraces about forty-three thousand square 
miles, being almost as large as the State of New York; the sec- 
ond comprises about thirty-seven thousand square miles, being 
nearly equal to the area of the State of Ohio, and the third con- 
tains a little more than forty-one thousand square miles, and is 
substantially the size of the State of Pennsylvania. By the cen- 
sus of 1880, the several districts had the following population: 
The first, 66,706; the second, 38,195, and the third, 14,464. 
Since the census was taken, the population has considerably in- 
creased in most of the counties, especially in those in the south- 
ern part of the Territory. The advantages presented by New 
Mexico are widely known and must attract Immigration. In- 
formation is to the effect that during the coming season great 
numbers of energetic and hardy laborers will come, and that 
capital will seek investment here, if there is proper protection 
for life and property. With the good will come the bad elements, 
and the aggregate of crime will increase. 


At present three law officers only are provided to represent 
and protect the people in this immense country. As arule, but 
oncs in six months do these officers officially visit nine of the 
twelve counties. After a great lapse of time, and after the wails 
of the widows, and orphans, and stricken friends have died upon 
the air. do they go and seek to bring to justice and punishment 
those who have robbed and murdered. This is sought to be done 
after the offenders have ffed, witnesses have scattered, and the 
crimes, because such occurrences are common and unnoticed, 
have been forgotten. No law officer is present much of the time 
in any of the nine counties, whose duty itis to institute legal 
proceedings for the apprehension and preliminary examination 
of criminals. 

Recently two atrocious murders have been committed—one in 
Colfax, and one in Lincoln. I deemed it my duty to offer re- 
wards for the capture and conviction of the murde:ers, that 
private citizens may be induced to take steps to bring the of- 
fenders to punishment, which should have been taken by pro- 
secuting officers, if any had resided in said counties. The peo- 
ple have a right to demand of government all the agencies ne- 
cessary for their security in life and property. Their security 
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cannot be assured when officers whose duty it is to inyoke the 
powers of the law, reside hundreds of miles from the scenes of 
crime. £ 


That the great evils from which the good people of New Mex- 
ico suffer, may be removed, or at least alleviated, and that there 
may be promptand faithful collection of the revenue, I recom- 
mended that you provide a prosecuting officer in each county. 
The Commissioners on the Revision of the Laws, provided for 
this on my suggestion. What are the objections? I have heard 
of but two. One is that it will create expense, the other that 
these officers are to be appointed by the Governor. In the mat- 
ter of compensation to the prosecuting officers, expenses will be 
increased, but it is demonstrable that for every dollar of such 
increase, two dollars will be saved in the costs of grand juries 
and witnesses in criminal cases. It isa matter of no conse- 
quence how these officers are appointed, so that good ones are 
secured. I do not wish the responsibility of their appointment, 
nor of any others. Therefore, on that ground, there need be no 
disagreement between the Legislature and the Executive. 


No more than half, and perhaps, not more than one third, in 
value of the taxable property of the Territory appears on the tax 
rolls. 


` Valuations are unfair and unequal. The amount of unpaid 
taxes is immense. There is not sufficient law to secure equality 
in valuation, or a complete listing of the property, or a thorough 
collection of taxes. Information received from every part of 
the Territory leads me to believe that the poor people pay taxes, 
and that favoritism is shown to, and delinquency exists on the 
part of the rich, who can most easily bear the burdens of the gov- 
ernnent, This condition ought not to continue. There is con- 
siderable property in the Territory which has never been assess- 
ed, belonging to individuals and corporations. The existing 
law does not clearly define the methods for asse:sing and collect- 
ing the taxes for past years, when property has not been put on 
the assessment rolls. The Revision Commission has presented 
a. chapter on revenue, which is commrehensive as a system, and 
complete in detail, and which ought to be enacted into a law 
substantially as reported. 


I am sorry that I cannotclaim the honor of its paternity. Its 
provisions, if properly executed, will do equal and exact justice 
to every person, so far as taxation is concerned. 

The Legislature is primarily responsible for the failure to pass 
such laws as the public welfare demands. The Executive can 
do nothing until the legislative will is expressed. Therefore, I 
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cannot do more than to remind you of the grave subjects to 
which, in my opinion, your attention should be given. Here, 
my powers and responsibilities cease, until some positive action 
is taken on your part. i
